MAY INDICT POLICE 


In the Alleged Vice Cases in 


Coney Island 


; NEW 
YORK, Aug. 31.—Police offi- 


cials responsible for the vice and viola- 
tions of the law at Coney Island will 
not be permitted to escape personal re- 
sponsibility for their negligence if a 
grand jury investigation and criminal 
prosecution can establish their guilt. 
Acting Mayor Mitchel stated list night 
after a visit to St. James, where Mayor 
Gaynor is recuperating from his bullet 
wound, that he would send the affida- 
i-its and reports of his investigators to 
the district attorney of Kings county. 


"I did not intend to say tonight what 


would be done officially with thin evi- 
dence," explained Mr. Mitchel at 
his 


house, "but since you press the ques- 
tion, 1 will answer that I will do just 
what I intended to do right along with 
the evidence of. the Investigators, 
and 


that is. send it to the prosecuting offi- 
cial of the county. I did not send it to- 
day because the affidavit with regard 
to'lmnan's concert hall had to he used 
in court in answer to the injunction ob- 
tained by the proprietors of that re- 
sort." 


Acting District Attorney Elder, when 


informed of the acting mayor's inten- 
tion, declared that lie would do every- 
thing in his power to establish

police department responsible for tho 
conditions disclosed at the Island.

woman nn which there was a. large 
Bum 'of money in notes and gold was 
found in a remote spot of the Scottish 
moors last Friday. It was identified on 
Tuesday as 
that of Lady Marjorie 


Gladys Stuart Erskine, second daughter 
of. the E.-&-1 of Buchan. 
' Lafly Marjorie was a1 popular society 
woman, . She was 30 years old. She had 
been missing for a month. The condi- 
tion of the body makes it difficult to 
discover the cause of her death. There 
is no evidence of'foul play, however, 
and it is believed that she'lost her way 
qn the moors and died of exposure. 


A man who was searching for white 


heather found the body lying in a se- 
cluded spot on the historic Rock 
of 


Graigillachie, whose ellffs 
rise 
above 


Aviemore. 
Lord Cardross. the brother 


of the deceased lady, identified the re- 
mains from the clothing. 
Dropped Out of Sight 
. ' Among the papers found on tho body 
was a receipted bill bearing the name 
of a hotel at Kingussie. Inquiries show 
that Lady Marjorie, accompanied by a 
maid, arrived n.t the hotel on July 30. 
She left the following day, requesting 
the management to keep any letters 
sent/ to her thei'e, as she intended mo- 
. torfng pa.at in a few days. 


The maid stayed at Kingussie a day 


longer and then went to Perth. Letters 
were sent to Lady Erskine at the Kin- 
gussio hotel. As they remained unan- 
swered her friends and relatives be- 
carne very anxious and made diligent I 
but unavailing inquiries 
about her.

STATE OR NATIONAL CONSERVATION? 


The Question at the Coming Big St. Paul Congress 


T Is an Irrepressible conflict oe- 


tvveim opposing and enduring 
forces," eald William H. Seward 
In 1868, referring to the struggle 


between slavery and free iabor. Were 
he a.llve today he might apply the 
phrase with justice to the contest be- 
tween the proponents of the two the- 
ories of conservation to be maintained 
at the coming national conservation 
congress which will begin In St. Paul 
SopL 5. 


It is a question of enormous magni- 


tude and fan-caching importance that 
will be discussed during the delibera- 
tions of the congress. In it are inr* 
volved phases of the state rights dis- 
pute which brought turmoil In Jack- 
son's time and almost rent the nation 
asunder in 1861-5. 
Political pessi- 


mists assert that the dispute Is end- 
less; that we shall have It as a per- 
petual thorn In our sides so long as 
our confederation of states, with its 
delimitations of the respective rights 
and duties of the state and federal 
governments, shall last. 


Simply put, the present question Is 


this: Shall the states control the con- 
servation of the natural 
resources 


within thefr boundaries, when such re- 
sources are to be drawn from land 
owned by the government, or do the 
Interests of the nation, taken as a 
whole, require the conservation of land 
and water and their products by the 
central government? It has been as- 
serted that the dispute may be defined 


as the clashing of section against sec- [ 
t!on, the west against the east. 
But 


if this be so—and it is open to grave i 
doubt—the lines are not drawn with 
any approach to closeness. 


Tho matter is one of those on which 


men may differ honestly without lay- 
Ing themselves open to the charge of 
roguery. 


The upholders of the state rights 


idea assert their belief that their op- 
ponents' view of conservation means 
locking up the nation's resources for 
an indefinite period of time, preserv- 
ing them so well that no use can be 
made of them until the present gen- 
eration at least has passed oft the 
stage. The states are- able to govern 
their own property, they say, and muy 
be trusted to soo that the wolves of 
selfish interest do not raven among 
the sheep of public property.

"federalists," on the other hand, de- 
clare that the stand of the "state 
rlghters" Is that of the man who said 
he would do nothing for posterity since 
posterity had never done anything for 
him. 
The cornerstone of the "feder- 


alists' " faith is the belief that con- 
servation without the strong protect- 
ing arm of the federal government is 
a mockery and that turning over the 
nation's resources to the care of the 
Individual 
states 
means 
intrusting

It is ex- 
pected she will fight the suit if it is 
brought in New .York or Connecticut, 
which, is the legal residence of the for- 
mer railway magnate.

Annoyed by Letters 


"I am perfectly,willing to make pub- 


lic tie v.'liole truth about mi' domestic 
affairs," said Mr. Bishop. "I am not 
afraid of the truth, but I have recently 
been annoyed by a number of slander- 
ous, anonymous letters, and I hope this 
will end all doubt about iny plans. 
'... "I am 
determined 
to marry Mrs 


Pauline Valentine. 
She ia 
the 
only 


woman in the world I want,-and tho 
only ono I have 
wanted 
for a long 


time." 


It was suggested that the fact that 


he had still a legal wife offered some 
difficulty. 


"I know it," he said, "and I can't 


understand why Mrs. Bishop acts this 
way. I ought not to have consented 
to a mere separation. 
If. she wanted 


to leave me I should have made her 
get a divorce. She could get one now 
without any trouble, and why she in- 
sists on holding me, a tie that means 


nothing to either of us, is something 
I can't understand. I suppose nobody 
can figure a woman out. 


"You see, I didn't think at the time 
that this situation, could

arise. I made everything as smooth 
as possible for her, and there has nev- 
er certainly been a question but that 
I was generous In the matter of set- 
tlement.

AT PINE CAMP 


FOR TUBERCULOSIS 


Arrangements for the sale of Hed 
Cross Christmas seals for 1310 were 
announced In a bulletin Issued today 
by the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
and the American Red Cross. "A Mil- 
lion for Tuberculosis" will be the slo- 
gan of the 1910 campaign. 


Two features of tho sale this year 


are unique and will bring considerable 
capital to the tuberculosis fighters. The 
American National Red Cross is to Is- 
sue the stamps as In former years hut 
this organization will work in close co- 
operation with the National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, which body will share in 
the proceeds of the sales. 
The charge 


to local associations for the use of tho 
national stamps has been reduced also 
from 20 per cent to 12", per 
cent 


which will mean at least $50,000 more 
for tuberculosis work in all parts of the 
United States. 


The stamps are to be designated as 


'Red Cross Seals this year and are to 
be placed on the back of letters instead 
of on the front. 


The National Conference of Tuber- 


culosis Secretaries through its presi- 
dent, Mr. John A. Klngshury of New 
York, has issued a letter calling upon 
all stntc and local anti-tuberculosis as- 
sociations to unite with the National 
Association for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis and the Red Cross 
society In the sulo of Chrlsmas seals 
and the extermination of tuberculosis. 
Every effort will bo made to discour- 
age the use of local stamps and *o 
oncourugo the distribution of the na- 
tional stickers. 


It Is expected that over 430 anti-tu- 


berculosis associations nnd hundreds of 
Hod Cross societies in evory stuto at 
th« Union will unite in the Bale of 
Christmas seals.

STATE OR NATIONAL CONSERVATION^ 


The Question at the Coming Big St. Paul Congress 


I 


T Is.an Irrepressible conflict oe- 


tween opposing and enduring 
forces," said William H. Soward 
in 1SB8, referring to the struggle 


between slavery and free labor. Wero 
he alive today ho might apply the 
phrase with justice to the contest be- 
tween the proponents of the two the- 
ories of conservation to be maintained 
at the coming national conservation 
congress which will begin in St. Paul 
Sept. B. 


It ft a question of enormous magni- 


tude and farreachlng Importance that 
will be discussed during the delibera- 
tions of tho congress. In it are in- 
volved phases of the state .rights dis- 
pute which brought turmoil In Jack- 
son's time and almost rent tho nation 
asunder in 1861-5. 
Political pessi- 


mists assert that the dispute is end- 
less; that we shall have It as a per- 
petual thorn in our sides so long as 
our confederation of states, with ita 
delimitations of the respective rights 
and duties of tho state and federal 
governments, shall last. 


Simply put, the present question li 


this: Shall the states control the con- 
servation of the natural 
resources 


within their boundaries, when such re- 
sources are to bo drawn from land 
owned by the government, or do the 
Interests of the nation, taken as a 
•whole, require the conservation of land 
and water and their products by tho 
central government? It has been as- 
serted that tho dispute may be defined 


as the clashing of section against sec- 
tion, the west against the east. But 
if this be so—and it is open to grave 
doubt—the lines nro not drawn with 
any approach to closeness. 


The matter Is one of those on which 


men muy differ honestly without lay- 
Ing themselves open to the charge of 
roguery. 


Tho upholders of the state rights 


Idea assert their belief that their op- 
ponents' view of conservation means 
locking up the nation's resources for 
an indefinite period of time, preserv- 
ing them so well that no use can be 
made of them until the present gen- 
eration nt least has passed off the 
stage. The states are able to govern 
their own property, they say, and may 
be trusted to see that the wolves of 
selfish interest do not ravon among 
the sheep of public property. 
The 


"federalists," on the other hand, de- 
clare that the stand of the "stata 
rlghter»" is that of the man who said 
he would do nothing for posterity since 
posterity had nover done anything for 
him. The cornerstone of the "feder- 
alists'" faith is the belief that con- 
servation without the strong protect- 
ing arm of the federal government is 
a mockery and that turning over the 
nation's resources to tho care of the 
Individual 
states 
means 
Intrusting
